It is imagined, that if on the 10. day, the heavens be 
cloudy,it doth denuneiate a wet Winter, if dry, a ſtarpe 
Winter. 

Vſe wholeſome meats well ſpiced, and dreſt, drinke 
ſweete wine, and for digeſtion before all things, preferre 
good and modderate cxerciſe.

Julius Ceſar, entred this land, which within one hun- 
dred & ſifty, yeates aſter was ſub ju ate d by the Romans, 
under wheſe commegel he y lived untill the 430. yeete 
after Chriſt, when the Roman Empire declin ing, was 
forced to call hame their garriſons, and having before 
exhauſted rhe firenerh of this Kingdome, left it a prey 
to the ememy, Mhereupon the Picts aſſaulting chis [and 
thus furniſhed and weakned, they Were compelled te 
Caye the ayde of che Saxons and Anglies a warlike na- 
tion, inhabiting neare the confines of Deumarſe, who 
being arrived chaſed away their enemies, and allured 
with the temperature, fertillity, and pleaſantneſſe of the 
Country flowing in great numbers, expelled the Brit - 
ta ines or Komeros that would not live under their lawes 
and ſub jection. And ſo held it untill the yeare 1066. 
when #ifiam the Conquerrer with his Norman ſubdu . 
ed them, whole ſucceſlors have conunually enjoyed to 
tkis preſent time. 7”

In mixt frnitdal! ſoyles begin at latter ſeaſons: In lighe 
fandy groond fruitfull, there ſeaſons lateſt, there furni- 
ture; and labour leaſt: In Barren Grownds regard a fie 
ſeaſon of the yeare,and let your plovws,and Implements 
be framed according to che nature of che ground, 
When you have occaſion to garde n begin berimes in 
warme places, as in the South, but in the north and ſuch 
places where the ayre is more nipping more later,

Set and ſow all maner of ſeedes; the moone in Arier, 
Taurus, Cancer, Virgo, Lila, capricorne, Aquarits, or 
Piſces,but the ſeedes whoſe rootes be round, thould be 
ſowne or ſet three or foure dayes before or after a full 
Moone» 

Dung Land, that weedes may not abound, in the laſt 
quarter vf the Moone. | 

Geld, or Lib Cattle, the Moone in Aries,Libra, Sagi- 
tar ius, after the full Moone, you may let them blood, at 
any time, the ſigne not being in the heart, nor in the 
place where the Inciſſion, muſt be made, nor in the day 
of the Moones change; gather flowers and ſeedes you 
minde to keepe all the ycare at a full moone, firſt dry 
them in the ſhade, after Sunne them, the like doe with 
hearbes. 

Gather your fruite in the laſt quarter of the Moone 
ſort every fort by it lelfe, mix them not with fallings or 
bruited, chooſe a dry aſternoone, to gather them. 

Let vertue ſpring, and vice decay, 
and God will turne his wrath away. 
Repent thy ſinne, and doe no more, 

then cor ue, and Cattle, thou ſhalt have ſfor e. 
L ay Pride aſde, and belly chere, 

and God will ſend a happy yeere,
